The o>ijeclive point of the syndicates 
now bidding for the island railway 
lands is Seymour Narrows. Between 
Nanaimo and that point the richest 
minetaland fossil deposits are suppos- 
ed to lie; Little — we think too little 
— - importance is attached to that por- 
tion of tho bolt lying between Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo, In tlmt portion 
anthracite and bituraenous coal, m.ignetic 
iron and silver 'ore are known to e.>:ist. 
Much of the land between Esquinialt 
and Nanaimo has been alienated by 
tho. Crown and is now Ifeld in private 
hands; but there are still largo and 
important tracts unoccupied which are 
known to be very rich. These traits 
will prove a rare prize to the syndi 
cato that may secure them. The posi- 
tion of tbo island lands is this: A bolt 
extending from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, 
■10 miles in width, is held by the Do- 
minion Government in trust for the 
province, the consideration of con- 
veyaQcd .being the construGtion of a 
railway between tho two ends of the 
bolt. These lands were conveyed by a 
local statute; prepared by the prcient 
Attorney -General in 1871. The island 
lands above Nanaimo were reserved 
for railway purposes by tho local gov- 
ernment at the request of the Domin- 
ion Government in 1873; These lands 
have been "locked up" as tho say- 
ing goes; but tho power rests with the 
local government of raising tbo re- 
servation by au order in council. With 
roHpecD to their power to roHumo con- 
trol of tho lands lying between Es- 
quimalt and Nanaimo and hand them 
over to a syndicate without the 
consent of tho Dominion Government 
we are not so clear. Tho 
Eaquimalt-Nanaimo railway was to 
have been built "immediately " under 
tho terms of the OARXARVOh- contract ; 
and no one will venture to assert that 
a lapse of ""eight years meets tho re- 
quirement of time contained in that 
contract. %. It is plain to bo -seen that 
the trbiiljlesomo question of the Island 
railway is noaring a settlement, and 
that either tho Canadian fiyudicato will 
build the line or tho task will bo 
assigned to-^American capitalists on 
pretty .mv;ch tho same terms that a lino 
of railway -cross the island of New- 
foun^laind is now being constructed. A 
simple act of tho local House repealing 
the Act of 187'l,and convoying the Es- 
quimalt-Nanaimo section may be all that 
is necessary to restore those lands to 
tho province. At any rato, it is a mat- 
ter the legislature may soon have to 

face. ' • 

THE UmON GENERAL. 

The telegraph has announced the 
collapse of this financial institution at 
Paris. The fever in Paris for specula- 
tion has been unparalleled. A dead- 
set was made at the Union General by 
the Jewish houses, who at Orat lost 
largo sums., of money. Tho Union 
Q^neratVa^^ Supported by the clerical 
party, ^nrst tho Christians had the 
best of itj but tho Jews proved too 
many for them at last, and the losses 
in consequence of the collapse arc 
something enormous.

Davio assorted that tho word junior 
was no part of the name and could not be 
taken into consideration.

Hon. Justice Gray here remarked that 
the sot off could not bo su.stained as there 
was no evidence to show that the plain- 
tiff was tlio agent of lii.s father.

THE DROWNING ACCrpENT^NEAB NEW 
WESTMlilSTElfi 

On Saturday afternoon last the great- 
est calamity over known in this vicinity 
occurred in which two rospoctod citizens 
and two Indians lest tlioir lives by being 
caught in the ice while crossing from this, 
city to Brownsville; the two former on 
their way to their respoctivo homos, Su- 
masa and Chilliwhack. It appears that 
a number of rosidents of Sumass and 
Ohilliwhaok had boon to this city as prin- 
cipals or witnessea in cases heard at tho 
County Court on Wednesday, Tliursday 
and Friday last, and thoy had decided, 
seeing no other way of reaching homo, to 
cross tho rivor to Brownsville and take 
tho main road t.o their destinations. Two 
boats or canoeloads had safely crossed and 
Mr. T. Lewis', J. P., of Sumass", and Mr. 
Wm. Gillandurs of Oiiltiwhank, engaged 
a canoo to follow ti.oin. They embarked 
some distance up tlie lower road, oi)po8ito 
to what appeared to bo an open channel 
between the masses of ice. Thoy reached 
a littlo more than half way across tho river 
watched from both shoresiwhoh'^atf icon- 
izing cry was heard from the (mno'o';"phte of 
tho passengers was scon to spring on" the 
ice, which gave way with him; the whole 
sank and in a minute afterwards the ice 
closed over tho whole party, canoo and 
all, and they were seen no more. It is 
impossible to picture tho horror which 
seized upon tho spoctatQtB pn both banks 
of tho river; thay ran to and fro in the 
vain hope that somo of tho unfortunate 
men might still come to the surface, but 
the cruel noise of tho crashing ice was all 
that could bo hoard and its cold surface 
all that could bo seen ; tho masses of ice 
wore too large and the current too swift to 
admit of escape. Tho wife- of one of the 
Indians was tho first to see tho danger, as 
sho stood near tho place whence her hus- 
band had steered his frail barquo,and her 
cries and wailing woro painful to hear 
when the ice closed over tho lost ones. 
Both Mr. Lewis and Mr. Gillanders are 
married and leave wives and children to 
mourn their untimely death. Mr. Lewis 
is woll known and respected by everyone 
in this district, and is deeply regretted. 
Ho will bo remembered by old Caribooitos 
as having been in tho mines for sovoral 
years.
